Something About Its New Building— 
Its Former Quarters and Its 
Thriving Branch Offices. 


Last September, as announced in these 
columns at the time, the Northwestern Mill- 
er had a house-moving and a house-warm- 
ing. The moving was from its former quar- 
ters in the New York Life building, Min- 
neapolis, to its new, cheerful and conven- 
jent building, No. 118 South Sixth street. 
The house-warming followed the event, and 
alarge number of the good friends of the 
publication did it the honor of inspecting 
the premises and partaking of the modest 
hospitality therein offered. The occasion 
was a very pleasant one for the Northwest- 
ern Miller and we hope equally pleasant for 
its many visitors, but it lacked one thing 
essential to perfect satisfaction. The vast 
pumber of friends of the Northwestern Mill- 
er living remote from its main office were 
naturally unable to be present. Many thou- 
sand of them will never visit Minneapolis 
and, consequently, never step inside the 
Miller office. On account of these and in 
order to give them an idea of what the home 
of the Northwestern Miller is like, this ar- 
ticle and the illustrations accompanying it 
have been prepared and are herewith pre- 
sented. 

For many years, in fact ever since its be- 
ginning, the Northwestern Miller had occu- 
pied quarters which, while more or less 
suitable, were not especially designed for 
its purposés. As it neared the end of its 
first quarter of a century of life, its owners 
deemed it necessary an py to provide 
quarters for it which would be in every way 
adequate and especially suited to its needs. 
A lot was found on one of the main streets 
of the city which answered the purpose, 
plans were prepared and the present attract- 
ive building is the result. 

The new Northwestern Miller building is 
located on Sixth street south, within a few 
doors of the Minneapolis Club and in the 
business center of the city. Its architect 
was William Channing Whitney, whose ex- 
cellent taste and sound judgment is shown 
both in the appearance and arrangemert of 
the building. The builder was OC. F. Hag- 
lin, who performed his contract in a most 
thorough, workmanlike and satisfactory 
manner throughout. In construction notb- 
ing was spared which could contribute to 
the strength and soundness of the building. 
While it makes no pretense to magnificence 
and is indeed but a modest structure, never- 
theless it has a distinctive character of its 


own and presents a pleasing and withal ° 


simple and dignified appearance. As the 
illustration on the front page of this issue 
shows, the first story is of brown stone, 
while the superstructure is of red pressed 
brick, relieved by stone shields and moulded 
brick trimmings. The roof is of slate. 
The style of architecture is slightly suggest- 
ive of Nuremberg or Amsterdam. A beary 
brass rail guards the entrance to the base- 
ment. The windows are of plate with the 
upper portion of those on the first floor of 
handsome stained glass. Bronze signs on 
shields of wrought iron are at either side of 
the entrance, the doors of which are of heavy 
oak with wrought-iron hinges and orna- 
ments and plate-glass lights. Above the 
entrance is a wrought-iron lantern of a size 
and style suitable to the character of the 
building. The color of the entira front is 
harm uious, but unassuming, and the gen- 
eral effect is quaint but prepossessing. The 
control of the lot immediately adjoining 
the building has been obtained by the North- 
western Miller and as soon as spring comes, 
ifitever does after this winter, it will be 
put in order, walled in and made a part of 
the establishment. It must be admitted 
that the vines on the side of the building 
and the stone wall and iron gates shown in 
the illustration, are picturesque adjuncts 
kindly furnished by the skillful artist. In 
every other detail, the illustration is an ab- 
solutely correct likeness of the building as it 
actually is, having been taken from a 
Photograph. As soon as the weather per- 
mits, the walls, gates and vines, essentially 
48 shown by the artist, will do their share

Pisppepeiie—The output of the mills was 
307,455 bbls flour.—Sales were small, much less 
than production.—-Domestic trade was dead, and 
export was little better.-The way the mills 
have been running a surprise. 

Foreign—In London, the bakers have been 
selling much less than the average amount of 
bread for the season.—Arrivals of wheat heavy.

Chicago—‘‘Millers’ agents, flour dealers gener- 
ally, and millers were a gloomy lot.’’—This con- 
dition was brought about by the decline in 
wheat, which put a stop to trade in flour.—Job- 
bers were almost entirely out of the market. 

St. Louis—There was an increase in the out- 
put of the mills, the amount of flour made being 
57,200 bbls. —Trade was dull, both domestic and 
export.—Freight rates continued to be a bar to 
business in the east. 

Cables—Glasgow reports, on the 8th, conces- 
sions would have to be made to effect sales. 
Liverpool, buyers could supply wants at 6d 
under last week’s prices.—London, quiet and 
unchanged, 

Head of the Lakes—Flour output was 14,000 
bbls, with but two mills running.—Flour prices 
were marked down 10c, but small sales were 
made.—Stocks of flour increased 1,500 bbls. 

Valley of the Ohio—From half time to full 
time was the way the mills of this territory ran. 

Domestic trade was reported as fair, but ex- 
port was quiet.—Demand for feed active.

Milwaukee—The output of the mills was 33,140 
bbls flour. Domestic trade was fairly satis- 
fectory, but export was quiet, with low prices 

yuad. 

Philadelphia—On the decline, buyers with- 
drew, awaiting still greater concessions.—Trad- 
ing was in a small way and unsatisfactory. 

Montreal—Millers were more anxious to sell 
than buyers were to stock up.—Lower prices 
made, but volume of business was light. 

Michigan—Most of the mills ran steadily, on 
orders secured during the advance.— Movement 
of wheat was somewhat freer. 

Buffalo—After the little boom, business set- 
tled down much as before, with dull and wait- 
ing markets the feature. 

The Dakotas—Usual winter conditions pre- 
vail as to trade.—Good local trade, but slow 
demand from the east.

ments, viz:

“When exported via New York. 1%c per 100 lbs. 
“When exported via Philadelphia, %c per 100 


“The foregoing reductions are to be made by 
agents at seaboard cities only after proof has 
been furnished that grain has m exported.” 


This lovely arrangement simpiy means 
that the railroads propose to discriminate 
against flour and in favor of wheat; that 
they intend to do all they can to prohibit 
the making of flour in America, and en- 
courage its manufacture abroad. In this 
they are aided and abetted by an interstate 
commerce commission which either does 
not know or does not care what the effect of 
such discrimination will be. That the 
commission is really ignorant rather than 
culpable is shown by the reply of its secre- 
tary. Mr. Edward A. Moseley, to the com- 
plaint of an exporting miller who saw his 
very business existence threatened by the 
new tariff, and wrote to protest against it. 
Mr. Moseley did not even seem to compre- 
hend the nature of the complaint but took 
it that the miller Gbjected to the railroads 
making a lower rate on grain for export 
than for domestic transportation! The en- 
tire point of the argument, the vital princi- 
at stake, evaded the secretary's compre- 

ension as completely as if he had never 
heard of American flour being sent abroad to 
compete with the foreign product. In the 
language of the street, ‘‘it never touched 
him.*’ This, however, is nothing new and 
we should never be surprised to find a gov- 
ernment official, either at home or abroad, 
who has failed to study the industrial prog- 
ress of his country deep enough to learn 
that we do export flour in these days and 
that the exportation of the manufactured 
product rather than the raw material is the 
thing to be desired from an economical and 
industrial standpoint. 


Tuts would seem so plain and simple that 
even a government official should be able to 
understand it. It must be apparent to even 
the most superficial that it is infinitely bet- 
ter for this country to do its manufacturing 
at home and export the finished product, 
than to let the raw material go abroad to be 
manufactured there. Every barrel of flour 
exported from America, for instance, means 
that much more labor and industry repaid 
than does an export of the same quantity of 
wheat. It would therefore seem only rea- 
sonable to expect that the government would 
do what it could; that the railroads would 
do what they could. to encourage the making 
of flour for export here rather than abroad. 
The nation gets more for the flour than for 
the wheat, und the railroad not only gets 
more for hauling the finished product, but 
carries back more return freight to manu- 
facturing territory than to one devoted ex- 
clusively to agriculture. Nevertheless, we 
find American consuls exulting over the ex- 
port of American wheat and ignoring. even 
discouraging, the export of American flour ; 
we find American officials at Washington 
who do not realize what a discrimination of 
1}4¢ per 100 pounds against flour means to 
our export trade; and we find railroads 
refusing to allow flour to pass through our 
ports on an even basis with wheat, and actu- 
ally aiming a blow which, if it falls, will 
be disastrous to the flour exporting business. 
Just why they should do this. we repeat, is 
not clear. The government official may act 
through ignorance but no such excuse can 
be made for the railway official. He knows, 
if he knows anything, that a discrimination 
of half a cent to a cent and a half per hun- 
dred pounds against flour and in favor of 
wheat, will carry the wheat by the door of 
the American mill and land it at the door 
of its foreign competitor. He knows that if 
he can carry this schedule into effect it will 
practically destroy the export trade of the 
millers in the territory it covers. Why the 
railroad official should desire to do this is 
past discovery. Wheat exports itself; 
flour requires investment of capital, em- 
ployment of labor, energy and enterprise, 
to be exported. American wheat is de- 
manded abroad. It is a necessity for for- 
eign millers. American flour must fight its 
way in the face of foreign competition 
keen and sharp. What then is the object of 
handicapping flour before it is even cleared 
for export? Do the railways and the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission actually de- 
sire to see the United States in a condition 
similar to that of Russia and Argentina— 
countries which obtain the minimum for 
their wheat crops because they are exported 
not in the shape of flour but as the raw 
material? If so they could not bring about 
such a condition any quicker than by en- 
forcing the terms of the new tariff. 


Grantina, for the sake of argument, that 
neither the railroads nor the Interstate 
Commerce Commission really desires to in- 
flict grevious damage to the export milling 
trade, let us consider plainly just what this 
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regulation means to the exporting miller. 
Simply this: That a differential such as 
that provided by the new tariff will carry 
American wheat out of the country at the 
lowest possible figure, benefiting neither 
the farmer, the miller nor the carrier to the 
fullest possible extent, since the miller here, 
if not handicapped by freight discrimina- 
tion, is willing and able to pay more for 
wheat than foreign miller; and, when 
turned into flour, the home-grown wheat 
pays more in wages and freights and thus 
does a far greater service to the whole coun- 
try, railroads included, than the wheat 
which goes abroad unground. Further, the 
new tariff, if enforced, will most effectually 
shut down the exporting mills and affect 
disastrously the domestic trade,owing to the 
fact that unless some portion of his product 
is exported, the miller cannot compete for 
the domestic trade. Finally, if wheat is al- 
lowed to go through ov a cheaper basis than 
flour, the foreign miller will be given every 
advantage and will be easily able to under- 
sell his American competitor and can thus 
completely demoralize the foreign trade and 
drive out the American article. Briefly, the 
new tariff will strike the American miller 
both at home and abroad. Already, he has 
enough to contend with, but this arbitrary, 
upjust and unreasonable discrimination wil] 
place another burden on his shoulders suffi- 
cient to crush him completely. 


Atrempts to kill our export trade in this 
manner have been made before. The corn 
millers have long felt the disastrous effect 
of a tariff in faver of corn and against corn 
products. Yet our government pretends to 
be very solicitous for the welfare of our for- 
eign trade in corn goods. It not seem 
able to comprehend the fact that, if given a 
fair chance and not discriminated against 
at home. the American mavufacturer of 
corn goods can do more to popularize and 
extend the use of corn abroad than all the 
government agents and emissaries. The 
most poteut reason why corn milling has 
not thriven as it should in America lies in 
the fact that our railroads have been per- 
mitted to make a lower rate on corn than 
on,its products, thus forcing the American 
inanufacturer to work at a disadvantage, 
and giving every possible inducement to 
the foreigner to buy our raw material and 
do the manufacturing himself. The corn 
millers have been unable to get justice from 
the railroads, and the latter have been suc- 
cessful in firmly establishing the differen- 
tial in favor of corn. hey are now evi- 
dently desirous of establishing a similar 
precedent against flour. The new tariff is 
simply the entering wedge. If it be acvept- 
ed and meekly submitted to by the Ameri- 
can millers, it will be but a very short time 
before the handlers of wheat, both here and 
abroad, will have the flour-makers at their 
mercy and the splendid export flour trade 
which has been built up at so much expense 
of time, money, patience and industry will 
begin to wane. We are stating the case 
with absolute moderation and the utmost 
fairness. I[t is not an imaginary but a very 
real danger which threatens our great and 
growing industry. American millers, if they 
would avert it, must act promptly and united- 
ly. Every miller in the country is concerned 
in this deliberate attack on our industry and 
each should do his share toward opposing to 
this unjust tariff a firm, united and unbroken 
front. Not only must the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission be awakened to its duty, 
but in order to prevent further subtle at- 
tacks of the same kind and forever give the 
millers a right to live, we must have an act 
of congress compelling the railroads to keep 
grain and grain products in the same class 
both for domestic and foreign shipments. If 
Mr. Tawney, who came to the rescue of the 
trade when it was threatened with adulterated 
flour, will take up this matter and once 
more show his good will, he will receive the 
united support of the milling trade and its 
everlasting gratitude. 


MEANTIME willers are being aroused to 
the danger which threatens them, particu- 
larly in the central states. The following 
circular letter has been sent out by the secre- 
tary of the Winter Wheat Millers’ League 
to its members: 

InpIANaPoLis, Ind., Feb, 4. 
To the Members: 

Many of our members have received notice 
from the trunk line railroads of a proposed 
new tariff on export grain, which gives the 
exporter of grain an advantage of one-half 
cent to two cents over the shipper of flour. 
The miller certainly is now working under 
sufficient disadvantage without this addi- 
tional discrimination. We wish you would 
address a letter of protest to the Hon. Mar- 
tin A. Knapp, Chairman Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, Washington, D.C. Also 
please write to your member of congress, 
and senator, asking them to enter protest in 
your name with the Interstate Commerce 
Committee, and also ask your congressmat 
to enter a similar protest with the house 
committee on Interstate Commerce. Fur- 
ther, we would suggest that upon receipt of 
notice of this new tariff, that you enter a 
vigorous protest by letter to the various 
trunk lines. By prompt action we feel that 
we can prevent the taking effect of this new 
tariff. Won't you please act at once?

We hope that every inember of the league 
will act as requested. Millers who are not 
members of that organization cannot do 
better than follow the same course. Every 
reader of this who is interested in the wel- 
fare of the milling trade, should address a 
letter of protest to Hon. Martin A. Knapp, 
Chairman Interstate Commerce Oommis- 
sion, Washington, D. C., and should also 
ask his senator and representative to protest 
against this discrimination with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission and with 
the house committee on Interstate Com- 
merce. Meanwhile, to prevent a repetition 
of this outrage, the milling interest must 
use its best efforts to secure an act of con- 
gress forbidding such unfair discrimina- 
tion against the products of grain. As we 
write, many letters of protest come to us 
from alarmed and indignant millers all 
over the country, who realize that if the 
railroads are sustained in their attempt the 
export trade will be ruined. The following 
from Mr. George T. Evans of Indianapolis 
expresses in a more moderate and conserva- 
tive manner the sentiment of all: 


Inp1ANApPo.is, Ind., Jan. 30. 
Editor Northwestern Miller: 

There is a tendency that seems to be gain- 
ing ground among railroads in the country 
of making rates on the raw material at the 
expense of the manufactured product. The 
miller certainly is not entitled to any more 
consideration than Foy bog else, but he is 
entitled to as much. It has been but a short 
time since corn was carried from western 
points to the seaboard at a lower rate than 
manufactured products, and we are now ad- 
vised that, beginning with the first of Febru- 
ary, wheat, under the regular rates author- 
ized by the railroads, will be carried for 
144c per 100 lbs less from Chicago to New 
York than flour. We are unable to see any 
reason for this discrimination. The value 
of the two articles is very nearly alike, and 
when we consider the danger of loss by 
wreckage, especially if slight, the question 
is certainly in favor of a lower rate on flour 
than on wheat. The least damage to a car 
containing bulk grain results in a consider- 
able loss, while it takes considerable dam- 
age to a car containing barreled or sacked 
flour to result in much loss. On what other 
basis than the cost of transportation and 
the risk involved rates are based, we do not 
know, but we fail to find any reason what- 
ever for a discrimination as proposed. It 
is a matter that the miller should certainly 
be interested in if he is to keep his products 
in foreign countries. If this discrimination 
continues, there is no reason why it should 
not be widened and the foreign miller given 
still greater advantage over us. We com- 
mend this matter to your consideration, and 
trust that it will be taken hold of by the 
millers’ organizations.

Our poor old contemporary, the Miller

ing cringing sneaks to millers’ meetings 
who deliberately falsify reports in order to 
earn their pay, that its ears are clipped like 
those of a wicked Mexican burro, and it has 
lost whatever shadow of self-respect it ever 
possessed. In its latest issue it bas seen fit 
to resort to its old, cheap games, and, in or- 
der to obtain mud to fling at the Northwest- 
ern Miller, does not hestitate to make falsea 
report of the proceedings of the recent 
meeting of the Michigan millers. In quot- 
ing Mr. Robinson's remarks. it says that he 
stated that the pure flour bill ‘‘was passed 
largely through the efforts of the spring

He said nothing 
whatever about the work of ‘‘the spring 
wheat millers.’’ As Mr. Robinson repre- 
sented the Northwestern Miller, the Miller 
Americanus did not hestitate to deliberately 
misquote him and to publish, as his re- 
marks, words which he never uttered. This 
is its idea of honor. If ‘‘awesome silence’”’ 
followed it was to give the challenged secre- 
tary of the National Association an oppor- 
tunity either to deny Mr. Robinson’s state- 
ments or correct his own. With his custom- 
ary adroit caution when dealing with the 
truth he did neither and was glad to slink 
out of the meeting as soon as possible. 


Turovucuout the entire report the Miller 
Americanus deliberately misquotes and mwis- 
states with the object of casting discredit on 
the representative of the Northwestern Mill- 
er; but it is not worth while to deny these 
obvious untruths.

Its 
representative is therefore entitled to par- 
ticipate in debates and enjoy the privi- 
leges accruing to a regular, active mem- 
ber in good stapding; hence in speak- 
ing as he did and when he did, Mr. Robin- 
son was well within his rights and asked 
no favors.- The status of the representative 
of this journal and that of the Mi)ler Ameri- 
canus, at such a place, is entirely different. 
The representative of the latter publication 
not being an active member has no voice in

Pos- 
sibly this is the reason that its men invari- 
ably sneak in the side door at a convention, 
crawl servilely up to the secretary's table 
and mutely beg with piteous eyes not to be 
kicked out into the cold. Perhaps it’s for 
this reason, or perhaps they look so weary 
and humble because they have traveled all 
night in a day coach, having been. strictly 
limited in the matter of expense by their 
parsimonious owners. Whatever the cause, 
certain it is that the representatives of the 
Miller Americanus one usually finds at a 
millers’ convention are the shabbiest, most 
servile and cringing variety of the journal- 
istic hang-dog which is obtainable for starv- 
ation wages. They look under-paid and 
underfed and over-worked and over-cussed. 
Rumor says their looks do not belie them. 
No wonder, therefore, that they do as they 
are bidden and at the dictation of the man- 
who-signs-the-check are willing to substi- 
tute a lie for the truth in the text or to alter 
the head on a photograph in an illustration. 
Poor varlets! they are truly objects of pity, 
and while hunger preys upon their vitals, 
and the worm which dieth not eats away the 
base of their trousers, we ought not to ex- 
pect them to sacrifice too much for mere 
truth’s sake. Perhaps, with better pay and 
less work and abuse, they might find it pos- 
sible to act in a better and cleaner and more 
reputable manner. 


THERE was a time when the Miller Amer- 
icanus used to send self-respecting and 
straightforward representatives to millers’ 
meetings. This was long ago, however. 
Such a man was Mr. Clark, but although he 
was patient, the time caine when be could 
stand it no longer and so he left the poor 
old sinking ship and launched a modest 
craft of his own, which is apparently mak- 
ing a prosperous voyage.

The 
Miller Americanus and its piratical crew, 
sailing under the Jolly Roger, with a leaky 
old tub of a craft carrying a cargo of mis- 
representations, and avoiding the open sea 
for fear of capture.

and openly opposed adulteration, the mutual 
insurance man who contemplates swiping 
the surplus when he gets a chance, and relies 
on the Miller Americanus to defend him and 
all the sinuous schemers who have lost their 
standing in the trade and taken to the black 
flag as a last resort. Of course the secretary 
of the Millers’ National Association receives 
the cordial support of the Miller Americanus, 
and latterly it has added another secretary 
to its collection, a gentleman to whom it is 
most heartily welcome, as the Northwestern 
Miller, after a long and patient trial, found 
him absolutely useless as a correspondent. 
What a merry, cheerful crowd of back num- 
bers it is, this crew of the Miller Ameri- 
canus. We could make a list and name 
every one of them—disgruntled secretaries. 
broken-backed millfurnishers, discredited 
flour men, sour, disappointed and crooked 
millers. All the flotsam and jetsam of mill- 
ing history gathered into one leaky old ark.

haps 10,000 bbls, owing to none of the mills 
having run seven days. Consequently the 
production should be around 300,000 bbls. 
Last week was in sharp contrast to the week 
before in respect to business done in flour. 
The sales of Minneapolis mills proper were 
only about 110,000 bbls, compared with 440, - 
000 in the week ended Jan. 28. The declin- 
ing wheat market was of course the cause 
of the light trade. It will be noticed that 
the sales hardly exceeded one-third the pro- 
duction. The export business done was vir- 
tually nothing; a little was booked here and 
there when declines in wheat permitted 
millers to accept offers which foreigners had 
out at the time. Domestic trade was excep- 
tionally dull; it was really dead. Buyers in 
some cases would not order out flour which 
they bad bought at a price under the cur- 
rent market. The fact of the mills running 
as they do is a surprise, in view of the dull 
market. Old orders in some degree con- 
tribute to this condition. Mill managers 
have so far signified no intention to curtail 
the production to any material extent. 
Prices of patent are about 25c lower than a 
week ago.

It 
was conceded by conservative men that the 
advances of a week ago were too fast and the 
reaction was looked for. Now the market 
is considered to have swung too far the oth- 
er way and prices are regarded as being up- 
on a very firm, healthy basis. The govern- 
ment estimate of a 675,000,000-bu wheat 
crop exerted a depressing influence on the 
market and had much to do with its weak- 
ness. Foy the week, cash wheat has de- 
clined 244c and May 1%c. The spot market 
has not been over active at times. When 
millers were not free buyers and May was }<c 
or more over cash, the elevators have taken 
wheat for storage, hoping in future to have 
an opportunity to sell at a premium. The 
Minneapolis public stock increased only 
90,000 bus for the week, giving a total accu- 
mulation of 6,700,000 bus. against 12,940,000 
a year ago, 18,318,000 in 1897 and 20,144,000

Rathbun-Sawyer Co., Oneida, N. Y: ‘‘The 
domestic flour market is active enough, but 
buyers are not bidding in proportion with 
the price on wheat. This is true of winter 
wheat brands, Wheat is moving in large 
volume and the recent advance has brought 
out much that was in hiding. Feed is act- 
ive and bringing remunerative prices. ”’ 


F. L. Greenleaf, manager Florence Mill 
Co., Minneapolis: ‘‘Domestic trade was 
better with us last week, but cannot call it 
good. Export trade continues very small. 
We think there has been break enough in 
wheat and look for a rally this week. Flour 
should be a purchase now; but presume 
buyers will hold off until wheat advances 
again.”’ 

L. G. Campbell Milling Oo., Blooming 
Prairie, Minn: ‘‘We have found foreign 
market very quiet for the past ten days. 
Offers have been mostly below cost of wheat. 
Local trade bas been unusually brisk for this 
season of year. Deinand for feed at mill 
door is beyond our production, at good 
prices. Wheat marketed freely on rise, but 
is now dropping off. Farmers are largely 
holding for 65c to 75c.’’ 

D. M. Baldwin, Jr., Minneapolis: ‘‘ Flour 
trade bas been simply dead with me for ten 
days. Ever since the recent boom in wheat 
got under full headway buyers seem to have 
had sufficient stock and were not frightened 
by the advance. Were unable to get any 
response from foreigners. Have operated 
will steadily almost solely for purpose of 
supplying local demand for millfeed. Wheat 
receipts have been very light.’’ 

©. E. French of L. Christian & Co., Min- 
neapplis. Feb. 6: ‘‘We have found trade 
rather dull on the whole, but managed to get 
‘picked up’ by the domestic buyer on the ad- 
varce for about all wecould make in the week, 
and on this last break, we worked some patent 
for export. The week closes 4c lower on 
cash wheat than last, and prices are down 
again very nearly to the values ruling before 
the last upturn. The price of wheat is still 
in the hands of the speculators and it de- 
pends more on how much ‘long’ or ‘short’ 
there is on the market to settle for, than it 
does on the legitimate situation, as to what 
the price will be in the near future, As 
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ong as the weekly clearances from America 
alone are very nearly equal to the world’s 
requirements, the foreigners don’t take 
kindly to a sensational advance here. We 
are now supplying about 80 per cent of the 
wants of importing countries. No fear 
that the bottom will drop out of values as 
long as this is the case.’’

toward beautifying the building, so that in 
picturing these details as y will be, the 
artist has not really departed from the truth, 
but has rather foreseen the ultimate. 

Entering the building through a vestibule 
paved in marble and wainscoted in oak, 
and lit by an iron newel- electric light. 
the visitor passes through swinging doors 
to the counting and editorial rooms or, if 
he have business with the mechanical de- 
partment, he may take the stairway to the 
right and find his way to the composing- 
room on second floor. The illustrations 
on page 249 give a fair idea of the first floor. 
The manager's office in front is a well-light- 
ed apartment with an open fire-place. Ad- 
joining it is the counting-room finished and 
furnished in oak with brass grill-work. The 
editorial rooms, or rather compartments, 
are on the same floor, and an attractive pri- 
vate office is in the rear. The toilet rooms 
are reached from the office proper through 
a ball. Communication between the vari- 
ous editorial and business offices is made 
through swinging gates. only the manager's 
office and the or is office in the rear be- 
ing separated m the rest by 1 ner aang 
and doors. Each desk has its tel _ one, 
and hoists are arranged at intervals whereby 
copy, proofs, etc, can besent to the compos- 
ing-room on the floor above. The walls of 
the private offices in the front and rear are 
covered with old ep Japanese paper. In 
the editorial counting-rooms, since 
these pictures peat taken, the me have 
been draped with the flags of the various 
countries which buy American flour. The 
building is lit by agg = and electricity 
and heated by. steam. very convenience 
has been provided for the prompt dispatch 
of the Northwestern Miller’s rapidly-in- 
creasing business, and no detail is lacking 
necessary to the comfort or convenience of 
those who are employed on it. The first 
floor is very bright and light; the whole ar- 
rangement is cheerful and convenient. 

The basement can be reached either from 
without or through the hall of the countin 
It is high. light and well-ventilate 


room. 
and is especially designed for use as-a press- 
room. hite paint has been used unspar- 


ingly on the walls and ceiling of the base- 
ment, and the entrance thereto from the 
street is tiled. There are no dark corners 
or unventilated nooks. An elevator runs. 
from the press-room to the third fidor. .* 


The second story is occupied; by thecom- * 


posing-room, and here the contents of the 
Northwestern Miller are put into-type. This 
floor is kept free from dust and dirt and its 


walls and ceilings are freshly painted. It is 
an absolutely clean printing-office, well light- 
ed, cheerful and conveniently-arranged. The 


——- work to the best advantage in 
ealthful and well-ventilated surroundings, 
and there is a marked absence of. the con- 
fusion, dirt, evil smells and inky smears 
which are usually found in printers’ quarters. 
Everything is kept in its place and perfect 
order and cleanliness are maintained. 

The third floor, consisting of several beau- 
tifully clean and light rooms opening into 
each other, is also utilized by the printers. 
The work-room of Mr. Graves, whose illus- 
trations are familiar to readers ‘of the North- 
western Miller, is on the second floor of the 
building, where he occupies a front room. 

From the foregoing brief description, our 
readers may gain sowe idea of the pleasant 
and cheerful quarters in which the North- 
western Miller is now established. We trust 
that many of them will find it possible to 
pay us a visit in person, and we assure them 
that they are always heartily welome. Here 
we hope to remain for many years, for mov- 
ing is a troublesome undertaking at best; 
and having secured a place exactly suited to 
our needs, we trust we will not out grow it 
too soon. 

FORMER OFFICES. 


By way of comparison and as showing the 
process of development through which this 
journal has passed indicated in the appear- 
ance of its various offices, we a the 
views of former quarters occupied b; “ 
Northwestern Miller since it was sta 
the second floor of the first building , A. 
on page 251 this publication had its - first 
offiee at La Crosse, Wis:, in 1873. Here the 
Nortivestern Miller was born and here its 
founder, Amasa Ostrander, did his first 
work on it. In the second building shown 
is the first office it occupied after removal 
to Minneapolis, in 1879; and again it 
climbed a pair of stairs to get home. The 
third view shows the Miller office from 1881 
to 1882. By this time it had taken apart- 
ments on the ground floor and it occupied 
the first floor and basement of No. 25 South 
Second street. Here Mr. Palmer succeeded 
Mr Hoppin as proprietor of the publication, 
and here its present manager first became 
acquainted with it. Office number four 
was at No. 225 Washington avenue south, 
opposite the Milwaukee depot. Here from 
1 to 1888, in quarters once occupied by 
the old mill-building concern of Chisholm 
Brothers & Gunn, the paper prospered and 
gradually grew stronger. In 1888 it removed 
to Second avenue suuth and Third street, 
occupying the first and a large part of the 
top :— of the building now known as the 
Hyser hotel. Iu 1893 it removed to the very

Turning from offices we once occupied to 
those we now we may. as well com- 
plete the story by canny | not only the 
main office in Minneapolis but. some of the 
branch establishments where the work of 
making the Northwestern Miller is indus- 
triously carried on; we therefore present 
several views of these offices. Today the 
Northwestern Miller nut only needs an en- 
tire building itself, but its work requires 
supplementary offices in various cities. . In 
these, competent and experienced salaried 
agente give their entire time to the interests 
of the readers and advertisers of the North- 
western Miller. 

LONDON OFFICE. 

On page 252 is | > some very interest- 
ing views of our London office, in Catherine 
This is in charge of our 
European manager, Kingsland Smith, 
and many an American miller has personal- 
ly sought its door and tested the efficiency 
and value of the service and friendship of 
its occupant. Concerning this historic build- 
ing Kingsland Smith writes as follows: 

be foreign office of the Northwestern 
Miller at No. 5 Catherine Court, London, 
K. O0., stands on historic ground. The ad- 
building at the head of the court, 
which I shall call Catharine Mansion, faces 
Tower Hill. Here, in comparatively mod- 
ern times, political prisoners were executed, 
and an old engraving shows the last execu- 
tion of the kind that took place, viz, on 
Aug. 14, 1746, when Lords Kilmarnock and 
Balmerino were executed. The place where 
the execution block stood is still marked by 
some stones in the center of Trinity Square, 
Tower Hill. The old engraving clearly 
shows the house at the head of the court 
facing the place of execution, and, appar- 
ently, an execution was a favorite sight, as 
the upper balconies of the house are well 
filled with sight-seers. It is surmised that 
the court was formerly a garden of Cather- 
ine Mansion. The court was built up in 
1721, though an inscription carved on a tab- 
let, over one of the windows of the North- 
western Miller office, states that that particu- 
lar building was erected in 1725. Evidently 
it was a handsome residence in its day, as 
is indicated by the handsone old entrance, 
with its massive knocker and its huge lock, 
which is evidently a very early specimen of 
the locksinith’s art. But 1725 is very mod- 
eri) indeed for this locality. Deep under 
the Catherine Mansion have been found 
Roman bricks and tiles. Catherine Court 
is well within the old London wall, a very 
well-preserved portion of which can be seen 
just across Trinity uare, up a little lane 
known as Trinity Place, and very likely 
some Roman villa occupied the present site 
of the Northwestern Miller office 1600 years 
ago, except that the Roman villa was prob- 

— fifteen or twenty feet lower down in 

und, as the Roman tiling and tessel- 
pavement, of which some very beauti- 
fat specimens have been found in this vicin- 
ity,are generally discovered at that depth be- 
low-the present street level. At both ends of 
Catherine Court, viz, the Seething Lane end 
and the end debouching on Trinity Square, 
Tower Hill, are gna old iron grills, 
half worn throug bytime. The view down 
the court itself from Seething Lane gives & 
very old-world effect, an effect which is 
greatly heightened by a lamp projecting 
half way across the court, while the chim- 
ney-pots on the farthest buildings, seen 
somewhat faintly through the London haze, 
give the view a typical London character.

The supreme court of Minnesota has 
handed down another grain-shortige decis- 
ion.

Traders in puts and calls are at present 
working with the Minneapolis market, since 
the directors of the Chicago Board of Trade 
have stopped trading in privileges in con- 
nection with that market.

The government report of our 
wheat production in 1898 was the real bear 
factor, and while I want to support the 
authorities, I regret its publication. The 
clearings at the seaboard are enormous.

Of course it has been 
necessary fora few of the jobbers to buy 
scattered lots, but there is no sign of any 
return of demand. Sales were made on the 
advance as high as $4.30 in a small way with 
$4.40 asked. The mills have not come down 
from the extreme figures, but the middle and 
latter part of the week there was a drop to 
$4@4.10 with only a little wanted at those 
figures. The situation is not an encourag- 
ing one, although much depends on the 
fluctuations in the wheat market. If prices 
for wheat improve according to the predic- 
tions of the local bulls, there will be natur- 
ally a further marked improvement in the 
flour trade. As it is, it will take some little 
demand to work off the stocks already 
bought. ‘The market for clears advanced to 
$3.25 for choice, but in the past few days 
most of the little business present has been 
at $3.10@3.15. No export business reported.

Trade in winter wheat flour shows exactly 
the same characteristics as in spring wheat. 
The demand the past week has been ata 
complete standstill, with only an occasional 
car changing hands, and that at lower 
prices. Buyers steadily held off, looking for 
increased concessions, and these the mills 
have been slow about making, hoping for a 
recovery in the market to last week’s prices. 
The reaction was 10c to 15¢ on the better 
grades, and most of the little improvement 
in the lower grades was lost. There was very 
little gain anyway in low-grade flour. Sales 
were extremely ‘difficult to make and the 
reaction in prices increased the difficulty.

The rye flour market has developed con- 
siderable heaviness during the week although 
there has been no special change in price. 
The market is heavy at $3.30@3.60 for ordi- 
nary to choice. 

Buckwheat flour is dull and a little easier, 
with prices quoted at $1.80@1.90.

The feature of the wheat market during 
the week was liquidation of eager Wall 
street buyers of the week before.

days. This demand is due to several causes, 
the principal one being the low rate of ocean 
freight room and the low premiums or 
rather increasing discounts for hard winter 
wheat from the Gulf. Ocean freights have 
declined steadily ever since last fall and 
have lost from 4c to 8c bu, with quota- 
tions as low as 8c to Liverpool, from New 
York, and only 2c x bu from Boston.

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Flour was demure and 
pensive last week, as a 
result of the collapse in 
wheat, and buyers did 
little besides congrat- 
ulate themselves -that 
they were not caught in 
the late whirlwind. It 
is true some trading 
was done by both job- 
bers and exporters early 
in the week and late in the previous week in 
anticipation of a rise, but it amounted to 
very little and was done at prices which 
could hardly be discounted more than ten 
cents now. Asa matter of fact, our jobbers, 
as a rule, are well stocked with cheap flour, 
and this being the case and with confidence 
in higher prices not over strong, they were 
sellers and not buyers on the boomlet. 
Contrary to custom, however, the con- 
sumptive demand was not guickened to 
any extent by the late flurry, owing to 
the failure of the city mills to raise 
their quotations; hence the holdings of job- 
bers, while reduced, are larger than they 
would have been otherwise. Mills gener- 
ally are seeking business by offering con- 
cessions, but the best element in the trade 
sees nothing in the situation to warrant any- 
thing but lower prices, and is therefore go- 
ing slow and buying nothing except as it 
needs it. The limited business of the week 
was confined chiefly to spring patent and 
winter straight at prices within the range 
of appended quotations. City mills report 
trade dull, aside from a fair demand at old 
rates when wheat was the highest, and a 
weekly output of about 9,000 bbls. Rio ex- 
tra receiv some attention of late, but is 
now easier and quiet.

Wheat was hit hard, closing 5%c lower on 
cash and 5%¢c on May than previous values. 
Receipts were small, clearances compara- 
tively large, yet stocks showed an increase of 
676 bus. Cables, as a rule, were demoral- 
ized, bringing scarcely any workable orders 
for wheat, notwithstanding the tumble in 
both grain and freights. It is claimed that 
some business in wheat was put through on 
the breaks, but this was not credited by the 
leading exporters. Freight engagements for 
the week were light of both berth room and 
steamers, chiefly the latter and for corn. 
The decline in ocean freights has been con- 
siderable and is due toa plethora of spot 
tonnage, caused by steamers being belated 
by storms and forfeiting their charters. and 
by others coming here for cargo and hold- 
ing out indefinitely for unobtainable rates. 
What the ship-owners have lost our export- 
ers have gained in many instances, and in 
the case of cancellations the profit or saving 
to our shippers has been all the way from 
$1,500 to $4,500, according to the size 
of the ship. Asa dozen or more steamers 
have recently forfeited their charters, it can 
readily be seen what this means to the ex- 
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porter, also, with the other tonnage in port 
seeking business, why ‘‘distressed’’ rates 
are in vogue. With such conditions and 
with the bottom out of wheat, the exporter 
would have no trouble in doing business if 
there were any demand whatever. Southern 
wheat was 5c to 5%c lower, according to 
grade, with receipts light, and going to 
millers and shippers alike. Receipts of 
wheat here for the week were 175,199 bus; 
clearances, 440,000; stock, 868,178.

President J. Hume Smith of the Chamber 
of Commerce made his annual report to the 
members of the Exchange on Monday, Jan.

The most telling 
hit in President Smith’s speech, the one 
making the deepest impression, causing the

sylvania road. The comparison was natur- 
ally very odious and galling to the delin- 
quent, inasmuch as it showed that the poli- 
cy of the former road was broad and liber- 
al, while that of the latter was very small 
and narrow. Following President Smith’s 
address came the annual election for five 
directors to serve the Exchange for the next 
three years, resulting in’ the selection of 
these gentlemen: J. Hume Smith. W. G

and Frederick Megenbardt, the last two 
named being the independent candidates.

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FLOUR TRADE IN 
HAVANA. 


The Markets in a Demoralized Condition. 
Regimental Quartermasters Sell Sur- 
plus Flour of the Army—A 
Temporary Handicap 
to Trade.

Havana flour merchants are greatly agi- 
tated over the sale of flour through the com- 
missary departinent of the United States 
urmy, ip competition with the regular im- 
ports of the merchants. The sole topic of 
conversation at the Havana Produce Ex- 
change is centered upon the disruption of 
trade. The Revista Uficial of the Produce 
Exchange comments upon the action of the 
depot commissaries. The Havana importer 
pays a duty of $1.38 per sack on his flour, in 
addition to the direct merchant tax (subsid- 
io industrial) of from $600 to $4,000 annual- 
ly. The flour for the army corps stationed 
vear Havana is admitted free of duty. The 
excess Of supplies for the use of the army is 
being sold in direct competition with the 
imports of the merchants, and you can best 
understand the conditions when the amount 
uf army flour sold is sufficient to demoralze 
prices. The Revista Oficial states that in 
many lines of imports the merchants here 
are unable to sell anything. The Revista 
Commercial, an intense Spanish paper, in 
an article headed ‘‘Medida Urgente’’ (an 
urgent measure) is bitter in its denuncia- 
tion of the government of the island. It 
recites that the worst fears of the inhabit- 
ants are realized and that the Americans 
are determined to ruin the merchants here 
aod fill their own pockets. ‘‘The govern- 
inent,*’ says this paper, ‘‘is even importing 
sugar for the use of the army, showing 
clearly that there is no intention of trading 
directly with the Cuban merchants. ”’’ 

Some of the Spanish merchants, and rep- 
resentatives of the American houses located 
here, are whispering, ‘‘Boodle for the ar- 
my officers,’’ and declare that hotels are be- 
ing started by the officers, the supplies for 
which are coming in under cover of the 
troops, without paying duty. 

The better class of the merchants here, 
who really understand the conditions, do 
not believe the army or government of the 
island guilty of any intent to interfere with 
the trade of the merchants, and from my 
own investigation I cannot say too strongly 
that 1am of the same opinion. It is only 
necessary to bring the attention of the 
Washington authorities to the situation 
to have the necessary measures taken to 
prevent the evil. The conditions as they 
uow exist are clearly prejudicing the rights 
of the custom house and in a measure in- 
juring the trade of the merchants. 

{ went out to Marinao, the headquarters 
of the army, about five miles from Havana, 
tu ascertain the exact conditions of the sit- 
uation, find out by whom the flour was sold 
and at what prices. It so happened that 
Generals Lee, Keifer, and Breckenridge, 
with the entire staff of the army corps, were 
reviewing the 11,000 troops on that particu- 
lat day, although it was but little known in 
the city. a note of introduction to 
Col. A. L. Smith, chief commissary of 
subsistence for the division of Cuba. I also 
intended to see Major Moody, the depot 
commissary of the corps, but, owing to the 
review, was unable to find them at their 
heaquarters. I did, however, find a regi- 
inental quartermaster who was acting for 
the brigade, and he explained the situation 
thus: Kach soldier has his rations issued at 
the first of each month. These .include nine- 
‘y rations of flour or three per day, and go 

irect to the company. At the end of the 

onth the excess of the canteen, flour, ba- 
von, ete, are turned in to the quartermaster 
rgeant who can sell them to whom he 
es fit. The company, however, usually 
‘urns it in to the regimental quartermaster. 
'he regimental quartermaster disposes of 
‘he flour for the benefit of the companies, 
ndeach man is entitled to share in the 
mey thus received. The government takes 
iis method of giving the soldier the oppor- 
inity of raising a little money so that he 
ay secure some additional supplies and 
‘tle luxuries not included in the regular 
tions. 1 talked with Maj. J. G. Evans, 
ho is in charge of the government of Ha- 
ina, but not connected with the commis- 
iry departinent, and he stated that this is 
ie customary proceeding and that the sys- 

m is no abuse of the regulations. 

The next point to find out in order to get 
t the actual conditions which are com- 
lained of, was the amount of flour so sold. 
ihe regimental quartermaster with whom I 
ilked stated that the brigade for which he 
as acting saved in its canteen $500 in five 

eeks from the sale of flour. He was quite 
sitive of his figures, but when he assured 
e with equal vehemence that he received 

‘per pound for the flour sold I naturally 

it him down as a most inaccurate gentle- 
ian, giving him the benefit of the doubt in 
it being a regulation army liar. From 


this it will be seen that it is almost impos- 
sible to get at the amount of flour sold 
through the commissary, and the prices ob- 
tained. The company may sell to the Ou- 
bans in small quantities, or the regiment 
may dispose of the flour to the merchants; 
and there is no regular price set by the dif. 
ferent iments. 

From flour merchants I did learn, 
however, that extra fancy flour was — 
sold in Havana at 5 pesos silver ($5) equa 
to $4 gold. An imported flour at $4.20 c. i. 
f. with duty added $1.38, and wharfage and 
handling charges, and adding the 10 per 
cent premium, the sales being made in 
Spanish, brings the importers’ cost price to 
about $6.20 Spanish gold. Nearly every 
steamer to this port carries = plies, 
and the paper of the Produce Exchange, 
giving the steamers’ cargoes, shows & 
sacks of flour received here within five days 
for the army. I question the accuracy of 
this, as I have questioned the accuracy of 
the brigade commissary who saved $100 per 
week on flour. Out of this whole talk, how- 
ever, it is beyond question that the sale of 
flour by the army is interfering with the 
merchants. It will surely create discontent, 
and at this particular time, when the island 
has been glutted by the imports of Galban, 


the merchants are only too apt to attribute - 


the general demoralization to corrupt prac- 
tices of the army and to lay stress on a reg- 
ulation, but harmful practiee, to an exag- 
gerated degree. 

A meeting of the merchants of the Prod- 
uce Exchange is to be held here, likely this 
week, to call upon General Brooke, in rge 
of all the forces of the island, to urge the 
immediate stoppage of all sales of supplies 
by the army. Should the United States or- 
der the payment of the duty on army ra- 
tions, the evil would not be stopped, because 
the soldiers inay dispose of their excess ra- 
tion at —— they may see fit. 

Robert P. Porter, who is in charge of es- 
tablishing the tariffs of the islands under the 
United States government, arrived here 
Monday. He left next day for Remidios, 
in company with the delegate of the Ouban 
government Quesada, to meet Genera! Go- 
mez. It is expected that the insurgent dis- 
content is soon to be straightened out. It is 
understood here that the insurgent army is 
‘‘swelling wisibly’’ ‘at the prospects of pay 
from Washington. Every relative of the 
Cuban veteran is now a full-fledged soldier 
and making full amends, before the pay roll 
for any heretofore lax movement toward the 
Spanish bayonets. 

It is my opinion that the flour trade of the 
island will be established within a reasena- 
ble time upon the perfect system used by the 
millers in the European export trade, and 
the old-time importers here of | strictly 
Spanish flours, will take up importing with 
the United States. One such told me today 
he was willing to pay sight drafts for his 
shipping documents, through banking in- 
stitutions here, which I have visited and be- 
lieve to be thoroughly reliable.

Shipments have 
been reasonably fair and the demand was 
advanced on account of the severe weather 
and snowstorms, which kept cattle from 
the blue-grass pastures and forced farmers 
to feed them. 

Meal has advanced 2c on the bushel, and 
it is now quoted at 86c for sacks of 100 lbs 
for bolted meal and 76c for pearl. The de- 
mand has been fair. 

There has been some inquiry for corn 
flour for export, and one or two good lots 
were sold by one of the local mills. 

Receipts of Ohio river corn have been 
liberal, and this brings 4lc per bu in bulk; 
43c sacked. Receipts of local are light on 
account of the bad weather. This sells at 
36@38c. 

FROM THE TRADE—NASHVILLE. 

Cumberland Mills: ‘‘We have no com- 
plaint to register. Trade has been much 
better than the weather. Our output has 
been on an average of 1,000 bbls daily. This 
is just about half of our full capacity. We 
have accumulated some orders, but this has 
been caused principally by the lack of cars. 
European buyers are not jumping at goods 
at advanced prices, but we have sold one or 
two good lots of corn flour for export. Our 
domestic trade was better during January 
than it was last January and we believe if 
cars could have been obtained it would foot 
up 50 per cent in excess.’’ 

W. ©. Myers of the Model Mill: ‘‘We are 
still running and shipping our output, but 
it is on old orders, for we are making very 
few new sales, on account of the unsettled 
condition. We think the indications are 
good and buyers will ‘take hold again as 
soon as the market becomes stable enough 
to insure confidence. Stocks are still very 
light, and there must come an end to pres- 
ent conditions some day. Prices of last 
week cannot be maintained, and so we have 
had to scale; them, but still this does not 
seem to have the desired effect. t re- 
ceipts are still very light. We are receiving 
practically no Tennessee wheat. ’’ 

E. M. Kelley of the Liberty Mills: ‘‘Trade 
this week, or at least during the latter part 
of the week, has been very much demoral- 
ized. The week opened with an active de- 
mand for flour and there was a pretty steady 
stream of orders, but the slump in May 
wheat brought a cessation of orders. We 
think a reaction in wheat will restore con- 
fidence, and orders will resume. Our for- 
eign letters have not brought forth much 
fruit this week. We have had plenty of 
offers but they were too far below the mar- 
ket to avail. We have had a fair trade on 
both meal and bran. Prices of flour have 
been uced on account of the decline in 
wheat values. ’’ 

NOTES. 

Advices of a discouraging nature as to the 
growing wheat crop still continue. Seven 
inches of snow fell here Tuesday night, but 
a rain accompanied by a warm wave Thurs- 
day melted it before it had time to be of 
any material benefit to the wheat. 

The weather has been very changeable 
during the month. The day after the snow 
the thermometer registered 1¢° below zero, 
and forty-eight hours later it had gone up to 
60°. It is a shade colder today, but in view 
of the record for the past month it is hard 
to tell what a day may bring forth. 

The Cumberland mill has made an inno- 
vation in the flour business. It has opened 
a down-town office and sales room. Maj. 
John J. McCann and Thomas M. Steger Jr. 
are in charge of this department. With the 
major at the helm, it is hardly necessary to 
say that the innovation will prove popular 
and successful. 

i. P. Bronson, vice-president and general 
manager of the Cumberland mill, is in the 
east, for the double purpose of a much- 
needed holiday and to visit his daughters, 
who are at school there. His friends hope 
when he returns he will have fully recuper- 
ated and be in prime condition to enter 
into the spring trade. 

Parman Bros.’ flour mill at Franklin, 
Tenn., was burned Thursday night. The 
fire broke out in the office. Its origin is 
unknown, as the mill had not been in oper- 
ation for several days. This is the second 
time Parman Bros. Cave lost their mill by 
fire. A former one on the same site burned 
about two years ago, The loss is about 
$16,000; insurance, $14,500, pylanignliy by 
the House & Campbell agency here and the 
Millers’ National. 

Athens, Ala., is now assured of a will. 
The machinery for the enterprise has been 
ordered and is to reach Athens by May 15 
and work will soon be mn on the build- 
ings. The enterprise is backed by William 
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Bridgforth, a leading farmer of the western 
part of the county, and a Mr. White. The 
mill will have a capacity of 50 bbls a day. 
Hitherto bas not been a very large 
crop of wheat sown in this county but last 
fall a large crop was sown.

OKLAHOMA AND TEXAS. 

[Special Correspondenée.] 

—. The past week has 
given the denizens of 
the usually fair clime 
of Oklahoma a speci- 
men of aregular ‘‘ back - 
east!’ winter. Jom- 
mencing Monday with 
a high wind and se- 
vere cold weather, the 
mercury dropping to 
8° below zero, it snowed and blew more or 
less all the. week, with the mercury way 
down close to the bottom of the glass. And 
that respected citizen, the ‘‘oldest inhabit- 
ant,’’ cannot recall such a time since the 
opening of the country. The growing wheat 
is at present not visible, being covered in 
this territory with a mantle of snow, but its 
condition no doubt is all right and the 
snow will protect it. ‘The milling business 
in Oklahoma is only fair. Some mills 
favorably situated continue to run full time 
but prices are pretty badly demoralized an 
the supplies in farmers’ and grain dealers’ 
hands are getting short. The Texas mill- 
ers with few exceptions complain of dull 
business and with not very ro prospects 
for the growing crop. The leading millers 
of Oklahoma and Texas write as follows: 


OKLAHOMA. 

R. Brett, Yukon: ‘‘The prospects for the 
growing crop around here are very good, 

here is a good deal of wheat still in the 
farmers’ hands. hey are holding it for 
higher prices. At present there is not 
enough to keep our mill going. The de- 
mand for mill products is good, especially 
for corn and corn goods. The corn crop 
was especially good in this section; quality 
likewise. ’’ 

The Guthrie Milling Co: ‘‘The milling 
business in this locality is in rather an un- 
satisfactory condition. The wheat is worth 
more than when made into flour. The mills 
all seem to be afraid of one another, and 
dare not raise the price of flour. There is 
plenty of good soft wheat to run the local 
mills. The prices in this city are doing 90 
per cent of the business, which is the first 
time in the history of the city they have 
done it. We believe there is a sentiment 
among all local millers that they should be 
entitled to name the price of their flour in 
the city in which they run a mill; at least 
such is the sentiment of the manager of this 
company.’’ 





TEXAS. 


Chapman Milling Co: ‘‘The prospect for 
a wheat crop in this part of Texas this year 
is not very It does not seem to make 
any growth; and the weather from now on 
will have to be very favorable to make any 
yield at all.’’ 

The Guenther Milling Co., San Antonio: 
‘‘The milling business is firm ; prices might 
be better though. This is not a wheat grow- 
ing section, still, we hear that the crop gen- 
erally over the state is not looking very 
promising. We now have in operation our 
new 600-bbl flour and meal mill.’’ 

Collin County Mill & Elevator Co., Mc- 
Kinney: ‘‘The milling business is dull, 
with very little wheat coming to market. 
We estimate that there is yet 10 per cent of 
last year’s crop unsold. The growing wheat 
has been damaged by cold weather, and 
probably 10 per cent of it will have to be 
plowed under and replaced with cotton or 
corn.”’ 

Coleman Mill Co: ‘‘Our business has been 
good since the beginning of the new year. 
The prices have advanced quite a bit on 
flour and feed-stuff, and the prospects for 
future business are better. We had some 
very good rains in December; since then 
our wheat crop is looking better, but it is 
backward and the acreage issmall. We will 
close down soon until harvest.’’ 

Richter, Lamm & Co., Greenville: ‘‘The 
milling business is picking up some, on 
account of a slight advance in flour. How- 
ever, the market will have to continue a 
little longer in favor of the miller before 
we can compare the price of flour with that 
of wheat. The growing wheat crop looks 
very unsatisfactory at present; in fact, all 
reports are very unfavorable regarding th 

wing crop. The wheat in the elevator 
becoming scarce, and some of the Texa 
mills will have to go north for their supplies 
soon.”’ . 
NOTES. 

The Hutchinson & Southern railway, 
which runs from Hutchinson, Kan., tu 
Blackwell, Okla., will be extended south- 
east fo connect with the Santa Fé at some 
point not yet determined. 

The Union Mill Co. of Wichita, Kan., 
has begun excavating for its new mill which 
it expects to have in operation by May 1. 
It will be a frame building with brick ve- 
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neering, and will have a capacity of 200 bbls 
per day. 

J. Robb of Kingfisher, Okla., is laboring 
with the territorial legislature to establish 
the office of grain inspector. The house of 
representatives at Guthrie, Okla., now in 
session, has passed a bill authorizing as- 
sociations for the purpose of insuring stand- 
ing grain against damage or loss by hail, 
said associations to consist of not less than 
500 farmers. 

It is reported that the Galveston (Tex. ) 
Wharf Co., George Sealy, president, and 
John E. Baily, manager, will commence 
the erection of a 1,000,000-bu elevator next 
season. There are also rumors of several 
others. There is deep water at Sabine Pass, 
Tex., but no elevator. The same is true of 
the mouth of the Brazos river; also at Aran- 
sas Pass. At Port Arthur there is an eleva- 
tor being built by private parties.

prove. All the other mills are in operation, 
though two of them are taking it easy on 
half time. The consequence is that the out- 
put is below the normal, it being 900 bbls 
less than the previous week, and 4,960 bbls 
less than during the corresponding week of 
last year. The output of the past four weeks, 
however, exceeded that of the corresponding 
period of last year by 7,185 bbls. and that 
of the corresponding period of 1897 by 17,- 
779. The production this week is likely to 
be approximately the same as last. The 
millers who make a_ specialty of the export 
trade are complaining that the market is 
dull and unprofitable, but those who are 
more interested in the domestic market are 
crowded with orders since the upturn in 
wheat of a few days ago. The foreign de- 
mand is very small and does not seem to 
improve, though when prices of wheat and 
flour are re-adjusted, the millers hope to 
be able to do some business with the other 
side. Rates to the seaboard are still stiff, 
and shippers are not able to obtain conces- 
sions; still, there is a considerable demand 
for flour from eastern points, especially for 
those mills which send out agents to work 
up the trade. Three of the large mills report 
trade as reasonably satisfactory, and two 
say it exceeds their expectation for this time 
of the year. The other mills do not take so 
cheery a look at the conditions, and main- 
tain that trade has beer very bad during the 
past week. 

Three of the following mills ran on full 
time during the past week, two on half time 
and one was idle.

NOTES. 

No grain charters have been made here 
for a week past. Shippers are in the mar- 
ket, but they do not care to pay the advance 
of 344c demanded by agents and owners of 
vessels. 

The considerable decline in wheat during 
the past week has been followed by a corre- 
sponding decline in flour quotations, which 
are 20c per bb! below a week ago, thus tak- 
ing away a great part of the advance occa- 
sioned by the sudden up-turn of the wheat 
market. 

The steamer George W. Roby, which oc- 
cupies the stationary dry-dock at the west 
yard for the repair of touch-and-go and ice 
damage, is receiving a new forefoot, about 
a dozen new bottomn plank, some plank on 
the topsides, and calking. She is expected 
to be ready to leave the dock by Wednesday 
evening next. 

Capt. John McSweeney of the tug J. J. 
Hagerman has been selected for the ¢om- 
mand of the new tug William H. Meyers. 
This compliment is paid him because he is 
the oldest captain in the employ of the line, 
and furthermore because of his competency, 
faithfulness and reliability. The friends of 
Captain McSweeney will warmly congratu- 
late him upon his promotion. 

Shippers have hopes that the existing dis- 
crimination against Milwaukee in freights 
to the seaboard will be removed soon. Man- 
ager George A. Schroeder of the Milwaukee 
freight bureau has had assurances within 
the past few days that the matter will be 
thoroughly examined by the traffic associa- 
tion officials and that whatever is found to 
be wrong will be set right. The discrim- 
ination has visibly affected the flour market 
here, as it is an aditional burden of 2%c 
per 100 lbs, which is enough to take away 
the profit in times of close trading. 

The members of the Board of Trade gave 
Senator-elect Joseph V. Quarles a rousing 
reception Thursday noon. The new senator 
responded in a happy little speech in which 
he extolled the importance of boards of 
trade and pledged his best efforts to obtain 
such legislation at Washington as the com- 
mercial interests of the country demand,

uarles is a native of Wisconsin, the 
second senator of Badger-state birth to rep- 
resent. the state, his predecessor, Senator 
John L. Mitchell, having been born in Mil- 
waukee. Senator Quarles was born in Keno- 
sha, but has been for the past ten years one 
of the leading lawyers of Milwaukee. 

The steamers which have taken on cargoes 
of grain for spring delivery at Buffalo have 
been having a hard time of it in consequence 
of the low stage of water in the river. Three 
i steamers have been stuck in 

raws of the river within the past few days, 
while mcving from the elevators to their 
winter quarters. Two of them got off without 
serious trouble, but the Fred Pabst ran hard 
on the bottom of the river in the East Water 
street draw Sunday night and staid there 
until Thursday, though all the tugs in the 
river tried to pull her off. The street, one 
of the busiest in the city, was closed to 
traffic over the bridge all the time and the 
city officials threatened suits for damages if 
the boat was not moved. The trouble has 
resulted in a determination to watch the 
boats in the future and make sure that they 
are not loaded to such a depth that they 
cannot pass through the draws to their win- 
ter quarters. 

The ice conditions are not atall favorable 
for the east shore line steamers, more partic- 
ularly those running to Grand Haven and 
Muskegon. The steamer Mary H. Boyce 
put in her appearance here from Grand Ha- 
ven Saturday morning after an absence of 
six days. The J. V. Moran, which had also 
been gone all week, and the car-ferry Muske- 
gon and the steamer Wisconsin came into 
port. The latter has been undergoing recon- 
struction during the past three months. Al- 
though an icefield of considerable propor- 
tions exists off Ludington the Flint & Pere 
Marquette steamers have been running with 
a fair degree of regularity, the ice Stalintng 
their progress more or less on each trip. 
The car-ferry Pere Marquette has lost but 
that was on Nov. 
30. The ice, however, limits her move- 
ments to one round trip a day between Lud- 
ington and Manitowoc. The Ann Arbor 
car-ferry steamers, which have been fast in 
the ice off Frankfort for some time, are run- 
ning again, the ice having shifted. St Jo- 
seph reports between three and four miles of 
heavy ice off that port, but as no steamers 
are running there the field is welcome to re- 
main.

Millers are not com- 
plaining as much as 
grain dealers, as they

Our millers are of 
the opinion that the effort to make it ap- 
pear that a high price is obtained when it 
is not, continues with an added vigor. The 
claim is that the best western spring patent 
has been selling as low as $4.25 when the 
asking price is 25c to 50c more. There 
seems to be no proof of this beyund 
the movement of flour, though that is evi- 
dence in plenty to the experienced watcher of 
such things. Asa rule, the Buffalo millers 
are going on about as before, the fluctua- 
tions in prices not having injured the trade 
as much as might have been expected. The 
much better price of feed is strong in the 
miller’s favor and flour is for the most part 
made of wheat that did not cost as much as 
it could be sold for now. With this feature 
a constant quantity in the problem, there is 





no call for uneasiness if the trade is not 
what it should be otherwise.

ARGENTINA. 


[Special Correspondence. ] 

Of late we have had an unbroken spell of 
fine weather and barvesting has been carried 
on uninterruptedly. The news from all 
parts is that the yield per hectare is a heavy 
one especially in Entre Rios, and the weight 
of the grain will help to make up for a good 
deal of the damage done by frosts, locusts 
and other causes. The government inspect- 
ors are working bard sending in returns 
from the different colonies. hhens reports 
already to hand, it looks as if we shall stil! 
reach the million tons for export. As re- 
gards the flax crop Ido not think that we 
shall export more than 100,000 tons. This 
decrease is due to a decrease in the area 
sown and also to climatic damage. The 
flax reports have been fallng off steadily 
year by year; in 1896 they amounted to 223, - 
683 tons; in 1897, to 168,916, and during the 
present year to 154.000 tons. It will be im- 
possible to give definite estimates of the to- 
tal crop until about the end of January, but 
these are the figures I have arrived at after 
taking into consideration the yield that is 
now being obtained from the first thresh- 
ings and also from the area that is known 
to have been sown. 

Very little new wheat has as yet come in- 
to the Rosario market and but little busi 
ness has been done, but in the course of # 
week or two we shall be in the swing of it. 
Chartering has also been quiet on account 
of the set-back the harvest received from 
the rain. All the vessels that were taken up 
for January loading will be thrown on the 
market again and then we shall see a great- 
er spurt in maize exports. February-March 
are the charters that are now being made, 
but so dull has the market become that dur- 
ing the past week only one steamer and one 
sailing vessel have been taken up for grain. 
the rate for steamer being 22s 6d up river 
January-Febuary loading, and the sailer at 
20s, channel, for orders, with Baltic option 
at half a crown more, February loading 
in Rosario. 

Nothing is doing in flour as there is no 
demand from the Brazilian market. The 
new millers’ association is working quietly 
and is eadeavoring to establish two special 
grades of flour for export to the Brazilian 
market. I am afraid that nothing will come 
of the association and that after a short and 
chequered existence it will fade from sight 
and the millers will resort to their old 
tricks again. The reason for this is that 
they will all distrust each other, and with 
such a state of affairs it will be absolutely 
impossible for the association to exist.

The total imports, 
all from the River Plate, were scarcely 10,- 
107 bags of 40 kilos, against 62,374 bags in 
1896, the decrease was therefore 52,267 bags. 

Turning next to the imports of macaroni, 
there has been a decrease, and in 1897 it 
scarcely reached 1,227 boxes from Italy, 
ugainst 7,941 boxes in 1896. This decrease 
can only be attributed to the success of the 
local industry, and the time is not far dis- 
tant when thie once important import will 
cease to figure in the custom house returns. 

In maize imports, the River Plate supplied 
the greater rt, amounting to i,254,097 
bags of 62 tien: against 1,496,556 in 1896, a 
falling off of 242,450 bage. 

With respect to rice, the imports from Eu- 
rope showed an increase, while those from 
india showed a decrease. The arrivals for the 
year were 1,237,277 bags of 60 kilos, against 
1,240,833 in 1896, a decrease of 3,536 bags. 
Of the total 134,359 bags came from Europe 
and 1,102,918 bags from India.

HUNGARY. 


[Special Correspondence. ] 








At the commencement of December the 
tocks of Hungarian wheat here ou spot were 
elatively small, and as the mills expected 
very day to see. navigation closed, it was 
nly natural that they should- eagerly take 
ip whatever arrivals there were by river. 
(his gave a certain impetus to the trade and 
irices tended upwards until about the mid- 
\le of the month, but when the weather con- 
inued to be unusually mild, so that naviga- 
ion remained open to the very end of the 
ear, the market became flat again and has 
emained go, though prices bave not receded 
vuch and the whole loss is only about 12c 
o 16¢ per quintal. 

The climate last fall was indeed remark- 
ble. Though. it snowed in some parts of 
he country a month ago, no snow has fallen 
is yet in the neighborhood of ——— or 
no the great plains. in the Alféld, Theiss- 
“ountry, Bacska, etc, which are by far the 
nost important districts for the production 
f wheat. Of course, it is unusual that the 
young crops have no covering of snow at 
his time of year, which carries with it a 
ertain danger, but so far no complaints are 
heard and the farmers appear quite satisfied. 
However, the outlook is uncertain as to the 
further development of our market, because 
everything depends on whether the young 
crops will get through the winter well. Un- 
til this has become apparent it is the custom 
of our farmers to hold their wheat as much 
as possible. But apart from this, even less 
wheat is offered now than usual, so that very 
little of it seems to be left in the country. 

Foreign wheat has been warehoused here 
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in very large quantities. There were alto- 
a round 100,000 tons in stock here at 
close of 1898, and of this fully two-thirds 
was of foreign origin. This total, which 
did not include the mills’ stock, is rightly 
considered very large, but the situation is 
altered by it very little, because our mills 
can use only small quantities of foreign 
wheat, so there remains still a scarcity of 
the raw material.

The stagnation in the sale of flour, which 
dates from the beginning of December, is 
nearly without precedent, and general com- 
plaints are heard about it. “Of course, the 
trade always slackens during December and 
January, but this year even the usual short 
spurt fore the Christmas holidays has 
been wanting. Doubt the mild weather 
is in part answerable for this, but there is 
yet another explanation. The innumerable 
water mills in this country, and still more 
in Austria, could not work during October, 
because the water courses were nearly dry; 
and the big mills had the benefit of it for 
the time ing. But during November, 
matters were changed, and the water mills, 
still having all their wheat, worked double 
tides in consequence, so the demand for 
Hungarian wheat as well as flour suffered 
considerably. The potato crop, too, was a 
very good one, and the tubers are now very 
cheap.

Even now the reduction amounts 
to say 30 per cent on an average, or two 
working days a week, and it is a fact, that 
there are no stocks of bran, even where 
large stocks of flour are held by the mills. 

A good demand for course bran has also 
sprung up from Germany, and some lots 
have n sold at fair prices, while some 
larger contracts for forward delivery could, 
so far, not be closed on account of a small 
difference in price.

Boston correspondence, Feb. 6: The 
steamship Manhanset sailed from Halifax 
on Thursday for Boston to load on the Fur- 
ness line for London.

The fact that the low- 
est bidders came within those figures will 
do — with the necessity of asking con- 
gress for an additional appropriation for 
the work. 

This dock when completed will be the 
lergest in the United States and one of the 
largest in the world. It will be capable of 
accommodating the largest —s or 
merchant-vessel afloat or likely to be built. 
The dock will be construc 
faced with granite.

The Booth people, who control the Parry 
Sound railway, which carried a Jarge quan- 
tity of the grain from the northwest to this 
port last season, are reported to be negoti- 
ating for the purchase or control of several 
lake steamers. which they intend to run 
from Parry Sound to Duluth and other 
northwestern lake ports in connection with 
their road. General Manager Chamberlain 
said the other day that they were confident 
of carrying more than 15,000,000 bus of grain 
to Montreal during the next season.

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THE BLODGETT MILLING CO. 





Away back when milling was in a primi- 
tive state and when roller mills were un- 
known, or, in other words, fifty years ago, 
the William Blodgett Milling Co. of Beloit 
was formed, and ever since it has ranked 
among the leading rye and buckwheat con- 
cerns of the west. The illustration is not that 
of the mill built by William Blodgett, presi- 
dent of the present milling company, but is 
that of their new mill at Janesville, Wis. 
When William Blodgett built his mill in 
Beloit, fifty years ago, it was like the aver- 
age country mill, and of course the rye and 
buckwheat were ground by stones. With 
the improvements in milling, the mill from 
time to time was enlarged ard its capacity 
increased. In 1891 the comapag was incor- 
porated under the name of the Blodgett 
Milling Co., capital stock of $50,000, with 
William Blodgett as president, E. M. Blodg- 
ett, vice-president, and Frank H. Blodgett, 
secretary and treasurer. The mill at Beloit 
had a capacity of about 250 bbls a day, and 
was operated very successfully until June 21, 
1898, when the entire plant save the engine- 
room and power plant were burned. With 
its trade established and of long standing, 
the Blodgett Milling Co. at once began 
figuring ov rebuilding a new mill, and would 
have done so had it not been able to pur- 
chase the ‘‘Hodson property’’ in Janesville, 
ten miles north of Beloit. While the Hod- 
son mill was built for a wheat mill in 1893, 
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were directly in view, the mill does not show 
at its best. The two side-tracks and a gen- 
eral likeness of the plant is not shown, due 
solely to the engravers having to remove, 
with the brush, the obstruction in order 
that any sort of likeness could be had.

The consumption of barrel stock in the 
northwest is exceeding all expectations and 
is beginning to border on the unpleasant, 
owing to its scarcity. Local coopers in the 
summer and fall sup that they had 
provided themselves quite liberally until the 
new cut was available; since then, however, 
they have bought considerable more from 
time to time, and still they are in the mar- 
ket. Elm flour barrel staves are particular- 
ly scarce; in fact it is not known where any 
can be bought. There are Minneapolis shops 
that are in the market to buy, and letters to 
stock men who usually have something to 
offer have proved unavailing. The repre- 
sentative of a leading concern is und 
to now be making a tour of Michigan fac- 
tories with a view of securing what staves 
there may be on the market. Certain of the 
shops have been running hand-to-mouth for 
several days, shipments of staves coming in 
very slowly, a shortage of cars at shipping 
points having some bearing upon the mat- 
ter. The staves arriving are not always the 
most dry and dry kilns have to be crowded 
to keep the coopers at work. Thus the man- 
agers are not having a very pleasant time 
keeping their shops supplied with staves. 
Most any quality would sell quickly and at 
stiff prices. Were there a reasonable quan- 
tity offered for quick delivery, they would 
doubtless easily bring $7 per M. From

at a cost"of over $60,000, the Blodgett Mill- 
ing Co. found that at a small expense the 
machinery could be changed and one of the 
best milling properties in the country be 
secured. This was done, and the company 
is now established in Janvesville with the 
mill practically a new one, producing daily 
100 bbls of rye flour and 500 bbls of buck- 
wheat flour. 

The will bas trackage from both the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul and the Chi- 
cago & North-Western railroads, with seven 
branches going out in different directions. 
Since this company purchased the mill it 
has added a complete steam plant so that 
it is not necessary to depend upen the water 
power. A new storehouse which will give 
an increased storage capacity of several 
thousand barrels is being added. There is 
elevator capacity for 10,000 bus ccnnected 
with the mill. The company has its own 
cooper sbops and electric light plant. Taken 
altogether, this is one of the most complete 
rye and buckwheat milling plants in the 
couptry. 

Sales of the product of the Blodgett mill 
are not confined to this country. The com- 
pany does a considerable export business. 
The principal rye brand of this mil] is ‘‘ Be- 
loit City Mills;’’ and of buckwheat flour, 
‘*Old Times. ’’ 

William Blodgett resides in Beloit and 
looks after the interests there, where the 
compauy bas an elevator of 50,000-bus ca- 
pacity, and where it buys considerable rye 
and buckwheat. Frank H. Blodgett has full 
management of the mill and resides in 
Janesville. He is undoubtedly well qualified 
for the position he holds. J. A. Yarger is 
head miller at Janesville. A. E. Baxter of 
Buffalo drew the plans for the Blodgett 
mill. and to him and Joseph Schmuck cred- 
it is due for a most modern plant. Owing 
to the photograph of this mill being taken 
when considerable lumber and obstructions

Jackson, Buffalo, N. Y., Wednesday de- 
parted on a two-weeks’ trip through Michi- 
gan. during which he will visit the factories 
of the firm which he represents. 

The Sixth Street shop now has seven hired 
men at work and the North Startwo. Each 
has been doing a heavy business of late, 
considering the time of year, and with 
staves not coming in as rapidly as might be 
desired, coupled with the fact that owing to 
the cold weather, they require extra drying, 
these two shops have been able to barely dry 
staves as fast as needed. They are operating 
their dry kilns to the utmost capacity.

Conditions continue favorable in Wisconsin 
for getting in timber, and since many of 
the Wisconsin factories are of modern con- 
struction, they are prepared to turn out quite 
rapidly the finished article from the green 
timber. Dry patent hoo are scarce and 
firro in price. None could be bought for 
prompt shipment for less than $6.50 per M, 
and some handlers are holding for $6.75, 
particularly Michigan makes. Manufactu- 
rers seem slow at this time to make prices 
on future business. Some contend that with 
increased cost of timber and labor, they 
should receive $6.75 for a hoop of good qual- 
ity.

A. Muir, a cooper formerly with the Doud 
Sons’ Co., is now conducting a live stock 
farm near March, Wis. 

A Muir, March, Wis.: ‘‘I do not know 
where there is a car of flour barrel staves in 
this vicinity. There is a little heading, but 
not the ordinary quantity. The winter has 
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been a poor one for the small jobber up till 
now, as it was necessary to depend upon ice 
toads altogether. is good sleighing 
now, however, though it has come so late 
that the season will be a short one at best.’ 

Of cooperage in Chicago the American 
Lumberman says: ‘‘The price of lard tierces 
remains at $1.20, but there is a better fee!|- 
ing and a little stronger market. Pork bar- 
rels are quoted at 90@921¢c. The stave mar- 
ket remains about the same as heretofore. 
Receipts continue to be very light and there 
is every prospect that high prices will rule 
all the spring. Green tierce staves are sel|- 
ing at $30, and stock that is thoroughly dry, 
readily brings $35. Pork staves are scarce 
and the market is strong at $20 for dry. 
Hoops are easier, tierce being quoted at $1). 
There is practically no inquiry for pork 
hoops, the price range being $9@i0. Tierce 
heading is steady at 16@16%¢c, and pork 
heading is selling at 131¢c.’’ 

The Carey Hoop Co., Harbor Springs, 
Mich: ‘‘There bas been a very strong ad- 
vance in elm logs, and while the winter is, 
or has been, very favorable for logging, we 
do not think there will be any very large 
stocks of logs secured. To make just a 
reasonable profit on hoops and staves for the 
Minneapolis market, one should receive $7 
per M for each there. You will understand 
that in making this statement we are taking 
into consideration the advance on elm logs 
and labor. We do not know how the lum- 
ber business is affecting the price on timber 
in Wisconsin; that will undoubtedly have 
much to do with making the prices in the 
northwest. We hope we can at least get 
$6.75 per M for each f. o. b. Minneapolis.’ 

B. F. Horn, St. Louis, Mo: ‘‘The demand 
for slack stock here is improving, there be 
ing a better inquiry for No. 1 staves. Pat 
ent hoops are scarce and higher. Heading 
is also in good demand. No. 2 stock is o! 
slow sale. Butter tub stock is in active de 
mand and scarce. St. Louis quotations are : 
No. 1 elm flour staves, M, $5.50; No. 1 head 
ing, set, 4c; No. 1 hickory hoops, M. $5.50; 
Hoosier hickory flour hoops, $5; 10-hoop 
(bickory) flour barrels, 27+; 8 patent hoop 
flour barrels, 231¢c; making flour barrels 
(hand and machinery), patent hoop barrels, 
5e and 24¢c; 6-hoop flour barrels, 231<c; 
patent hoops, M, $6.25; cottonwood staves, 
M, $5.25; cottonwood heading, set, 3%c; 
head linings, M, 35c; meal barrel staves, 
$4@4.50; meal heading, set, 4c; meal bar- 
rels, 20@22c; produce and lime staves, $3@ 
3.25; produce heading, any size, 3c; lime 
barrels, 19c.’’ 

A correspondent of the American Lumber 
man, writing from Saginaw, says: ‘‘Some 
uneasiness is being manifested over the re 
sult of the effort to secure a reduction of the 
lumber tariff by reason of the attitude of th: 
Ontario government in reference to the ex- 
portation of logs. There are about 150,000,000 
feet of logs being put in this winter in the 
Georgian bay district destined for Michigan 
mills, and some of these logs will be badly 
needed before the close of the sawing season 
of 1899. The advocates of the $1 duty on 
lumber fear that if the duty remains as at 
present not a log will be brought over next 
season except some that were cut a year ago 
and did not get down the streams. owing to 
low water. Others believe that the act of 
the Ontario legislature prohibiting the 
bringing of logs across the line is uncon- 
stitutional and will not hold in the courts, 
but just how long this will delay the move 
ment of logs it is hard to say. even if the 
contention that it is not good law should 
hold.’’ 

Buffalo correspondence: ‘‘There isa dead- 
lock between the union cooper shops and 
the millers, which has existed since the an- 
nouncement of an advance of 4c on barrels. 
This makes the price of hickory-hooped 
barrels 33c, which the coopers, and jobbers 
as well, say is little above actual cost. The 
millers are cutting down the number of 
barrels used, in hope of breaking the agree 
ment, and are getting their barrels of non 
union shops. The condition of the general 
cooperage trade is somewhat strained by 
the scarcity of stock. It is said that the 
lumber trade is now doing so much better 
that it is harder than ever to get either 
basswood or elm for barrels, as there is not 
enough of either to go around, and that the 
lumbermen can pay more for it than 
coopers can. The late severe weather has 
made it necessary to shut down stave and 
heading mills quite generally. There is a 
rushing demand from sugar retiners for 
stock, and cement works are active this 
winter. Salt is quiet. All prices are firm 
and generally a trifle higher. Tindle & 
Jackson quote No. 1 dry elm flour-barrel 
staves at $6.75 per M; basswood heading, 
4%{c per set; hickory hoops, $5.40; patent 
hoops, $6; soft-wood hoops, $3.50 per M.’’

In the Valley of the Ohio correspondence 
recently, the following letter appeared from 
the Ansted & Burk Oo., Springfield, O: 
‘‘We have a tale of woe—it’s bags. The 
farmers in this section are well off, Sut nev- 
er owned a bag; and it’s terribly annoying 
to a miller who has milled in ‘God’s coun- 
try,’ where farmers own their own bags. 
We keep four bookkeepers, one stenograph- 
er and a colored gentleman keeping track 
of our bags, and we lose i,000a year. An 
effort bas been made recently to get together 
and agree on a plan to stop it, but you can’t 
do it. Some Jim-Crow millers even haul 
the farmer’s wheat and give him a chromo. ’”’ 
_ Wherever ‘‘God’s country’’ may be, which 
is referred to so feelingly, it is quite evident 
that it is not in England, judging from the 
following ee lished in the London 
Miller and signed, ‘‘A Stay-at-Home-Mill- 
er.’’ It seems that he stays at home to good 
advantage, so far as solving the question of 
bags is concerned. It is to be regretted that 
the English miller has hidden his identity 
under a nom de plume, for it would bea 
rare sight indeed to see an American and an 
English miller shaking hands in sympathy 
over each other’s trials. The letter from 
‘A Stay-at-Home Miller’’ follows: 

‘‘Tt is notorious that sacks are among the 
greater little worries of a miller’s life; 
though on second thought I do not think I 
ought to use the word ‘little’ at all in speak- 
ing of what is too often a constant and per- 
ennial source of loss of money, time and 
temper. Well, I think I may say without 
any vanity that for many years now I have 
put into use a system of protection which is 
worked without friction, and, indeed, to the 
mutual satisfaction of myself and my baker 
customers. 

‘‘My plan is extremely simple. I charge a 
certain sum for my sacks, and return this 
money at once on satisfactory proof being 
furnished that the same have been duly re- 
turned. It may be said that this system was 











adopted at the request of some customers. 
On all my sales notes there is printed in 

ble letters, ‘Sacks cha for, 
and same value allowed on proof of their re- 
turn.’ The proof consists of a receipt of a 
special form for the sacks which have been 
delivered to any customer, the said receipt 
being regularly given by my carmen when 
they collect the sacks. At the foot of my 
invoice there is the following legend: ‘No 


‘| empties allowed for unless receipt produced. 


Require of bearer a receipt for all our sacks 
which you have received since Jan. 1, 18—, 
before you give them up.’ The receipt 
form is torn from a book with counterfoils, 
and from these counterfoils the delivery of 
the receipt is regularly booked, so as to kee 
an exact account at all times of our sac 
stock. As the receipts come home they are 
again checked off. Cash is paid for all re- 
ceipts on delivery, unless there should be an 
account owing by the presenter. Periodic- 
ally the office goes through the sack ac- 
count, and if there should then be any sacks 
which have been out so long as to afford a 
peeeeepelce that they have gone astray, the 
olders are duly notified of the fact. I have 
found that my custo:mers do not in the least 
object to trust me for the value of the sacks, 
as I have trusted them for the value of the 
eontents when the sacks were full. The cus- 
tomers only lose money when they lose the 
sacks which have been entrusted to them. 
I believe there would be no trouble in ex- 
tending this ogg and straightforward sys 
tem to the whole kingdom; all millers have 
to do is to a that it shall be adopted. 
Some of my dusty brothers may say a uni- 
versal agreement among millers on any sub- 
pe is a very big order. I reply that no one 
nows what he can do till he tries. To put 
into general use such a system so fair to 
both miller and baker is worth a big effort.’

Feeding Stuffs Sold in Maine. 


The Maine Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion is sending out two timely bulletins on 
the concentrated cattle foods now being sold 
in the state. Bulletin 47 contains the anal- 
ysis of 150 samples of the various wheat 
offals (bran, middlings, mixed feed, etc) 
collected by the station during the spring 
and fall months of 1898. Bulletin 48 gives 
the analyses of the samples of feeding stuffs 
collected by the inspectors in November, 
1898, under the inspection law. These two 
bulletins contain analyses of practically all 
the refuse materials at present offered for, 
sale as feed for stock. 

The following is from bulletin No. 47: 

‘“‘The refuse products in the milling of 
wheat are very important cattle foods. With" 
the exception of Indian corn, whole and 

nd, there is probably no other class 5 of 
foods used so mart | in this state as f 
for dairy stock. All the milling products 
of wheat are, under the law, exempt from 
inspection. In order that the character of 
these feeds might be investigated, the sta- 
tion inspectors were di in January 
and again in November, 1898, to take sam- 
gies of all the distinct brands of bran, mid- 
lings, mixed feeds, and kindred substances 
they might find exposed for sale. About 
150 samples were collected. As this class 
of feeds are, in addition to their mineral 
matters, of chief importance as a source of 
nitrogen, only the protein was determined 
in them. All suspicious samples were ex- 
amined under the microscope, but in no in- 
stance was foreign matter found that indi- 
cated adulteration. In a few cases oat and 
barley hulls were observed but in no greater 
amount than sometimes occurs in wheat. 

‘*From the summary on page 7, it is seen 
that refuse products from the same mill run 
quite uniform. For the most part the brans 
were g The range from 13.6 per cent 
of protein to 17.9 per cent is, however, a 
much larger one than is desirable. The 
mixed feeds nearly all appear to be good 
grade brans of fairly uniform composition. 

‘*The class of mill products that are par- 
pee | deceptive and which seem to be the 
catch-all are the so-called middlings. From 
poorer in protein than the poorest brans, 
they are in some instances better than the 
high grade feed flours. Some of these are 
apparently mixed with nearly worthless re- 
fuse materials while others are strictly high 
grade goods. No one can afford to buy this 
class of goods unless their quality is guaran- 
teed. M.iddlings that carry 18 to 20 per 
cent of protein are very desirable as a feed, 
but those that carry only 12 or 13 are little 
better than oat hulls. Unfortunately there 
seems to be relation between the price asked 
and the true feeding value. The dealers in 
these goods profess to know nothing of 
their composition. The protection alike of 
dealers and consumers seems to demand that 
this class of feeds be pluced under the re- 
quirements of the feeding stuff law.”’ 

The station makes the following offer re- 
garding the free analyses of feeding stuffs: 

‘*The station will promptly analyze, free 
of charge, samples of feeding stuffs taken 
in accordance with directions furnished by 
the station, and report the results to the in- 
terested parties. lanks containing full di- 
rections for drawing and forwarding sam- 
ples will be sent on application. ’’

who apply to the Agricultural Experiment 
Station, Orono, Me.
